Crawford found guilty of murder

A Coffee County jury of seven 
women and five men took just over 
an hour to return a guilty verdict 
gainst John Vernon Crawford, aye 
22, of 315 Buford Street, Elba, AL. 

Crawford was on trial for the 
murder of Ollie Ray Bush, ape 45, of 
Opp, AL. 

The trial which began on Monday 
afternoon, September 14, lasted less 
than three days with the verdict com- 
ing mid-afternoon Wednesday, Sept. 
16. 

Crawford could face a sentence of 
10 years to life in the state peniten- 
liary. 

Testimony by state’s witnesses 
showed that Bush’s lifeless body 
was found at approximately 3:10 
a.m, on Sunday, October 6, 1991. 

The body was discovered in the 
backyard of Crawford's brother, 
Randy Crawford, who resides at 357 
Brunson Circle in Elba, An automo- 
bile belonging to the victim was also 
in the backyard. 

A forensic pathologist testified 
that Bush died of blunt force and 
sharp force trauma to the head and 
neck, 

Dr. Alfredo Parades said, “The 
base of his (Bush’s) skull looked like 
a crushed eggshell.” 

Witnesses testified that Crawford 
had been with Bush on Saturday 
night, October 5, 1991, and had left 
an Opp night club together, A third 
individual, Eddie Hudson, was also 
seen with Crawford and Bush, 

According to testimony, Hudson 
was found asleep in the back seat of 
Bush’s vehicle at the crime scene, 

As the state built its case against 
the defendant, forensic experts testi- 
fied that blood splatters found on a 
left tennis shoe belonging to Craw- 
ford was Bush’s blood type. This 
was determined by using a DNA 


procedure known as 
chain reaction. 

The most damaging testimony 
came when a former girlfriend of 
Crawford's, Janeen Johns Sasser, 
took the witness stand. 

According to her testimony, 
Crawford told her that he had killed 
Ollie Ray Bush. 

She said that when she first asked 
him if he had anything to do with 
Bush’s death, he told her that he did 
not. She testified that this occurred 
in a phone conversation with Craw- 
ford approxmately 3 weeks after the 
murder took place., 

He told her that he had left the 
bar with a woman on the night of 
October 5 and that she brought him 
home. Along the way, they had 
stopped and had sex, 

Ms. Sasser further testified that 
about 3 weeks after they had the first 
conversation, Crawford told her that 
he had killed Bush. 

She stated that Crawford told her 
that he and Bush got into a fight over 
some money and that Bush grabbed 
him by the throat and told him that 
he was going to kill him. 

Sasser further testified that Craw- 
ford told her that he bzat him (Bush) 
with a bat or stick and stabbed him. 

Continuing, she testified that 
Crawford told her that he went to the 
house of his brother, Randy Craw- 
ford, and told him what he had done. 

Her testimony further revealed 
that Crawford told her that he hid in 
a closet at his brother’s and changed 
clothes. He then wrapped himself in 
a blanket and hid in the woods. 

Earlicr testimony showed that 
when Crawford was located and 
questioned by police, he was wear- 
ing a pair of ladies blue jeans. He 
testified that his mother had bought 
them for him to use on his job as a 
painter. 

Crawford later took the stand and 
denied telling anyone that he had

killed Bush. He testified that the 
woman's named that he had Ieft the 
bar with was Mary. 

All attempts by authorities to lo- 
cate “Mary” failed. Assistant District 
Attorney Bill Barr, in his sumation 
to the jury, contended that “Mary” 
could not be found because she did 
nol exist. 

Barr told jurors that the district at- 
torney’s office even placed ads in an 
Opp newspaper in an attempt to lo- 
cate “Mary”, 

Barr also told jurors that if they 
were on trial for murder, and had an 
alibi witness, they certainly would 
leave no stone unturned in attempt- 
ing to locate him or her. 

Crawford had testified that “You 
just don’t go looking for a man’s 
wife.” He contended that “Mary” 
was married, 

Defense Attorney David Harrison 
told the members of the jury that 
more evidence pointed to Hudson 
than at Crawford. 

He contended, throughout the 
trial, that no one saw Crawford at the 
crime scene until sometime after 
Bush’s body was discovered. Hud- 
son was found at the scene of the 
crime by police officers. 

Harrison said that law enforce- 
ment officials were on a “witch 
hunt.” 

When the verdict was read, sever- 
al of Crawford’s family members 
were visibly shaken. Crawford low- 
ered his head and hid his face with 
his hands. 

Harrison gave notice to the court 
that an appeal in the case would be 
filed by him on Crawford's behalf. 

Crawford was returned to the 
Coffee County Jail in New Brock- 
ton. He has been in jail since his ar- 
rest on April 15th, unable to post his 
$75,000 bond.

ELBA TIGERS STAY PERFECT WITH 20-0 WIN OVER LUVERNE 


The Elba Tigers made the short trip up to Luverne Friday night and over 
came a bad case of nerves in the opening half to post a solid, though not 
overly impressive, 20-0 win over the defending state champion Luverne Ti- 
gers, 

Both teams moved the ball well at times in the first half, but both 
stopped themselves with stupid penalties and mistakes. Elba moved the ball 
well in the first quarter and could have put some points on the scoreboard, 
but had four illegal procedure penalties kill a couple of drives that appeared 
headed toward the Luverne goal. Luverne, meanwhile, also had a promising 
drive killed when a personal foul penalty on a late hit put the brakes on 
what looked like a solid drive. Both teams were fired up for the annual 
grudge-match and wanted to play well, which may be why they both made 
SO many mistakes. They just wanted to do so well, they wound up trying to 


hard and never settled into the flow of the game. 

The second half was a different story; however, as the Tigers came to 
life on offense and rolled up over 200 yards and held Luverne to minus 6 
yards in total offense. The key to the second half rally had to be the play of 
the Tiger defense, which came out with fire in its eyes and simply manhan- 
dled the Luverne offensive unit. The defense set the tone for the second half 
on the kickoff, when Bryce Phillips knocked the ball loose from the Lu- 
verne kick returner, and never let up at all, as the only first down Luverne 
got the enure second half came on a controversial pass interference penalty 
in the fourth quarter. So complete was the defensive dominance of the Ti- 
gers, that Luverne only snapped the football 16 times in the entire second 
half, and on two of the 16 snaps Luveme punted the football, The defense

The Elba offense shot itself in the foot in the first half with four proce- 
dure penalties and looked to be totally out of syne. The Tiger running backs 
were being hit at the line by linebackers and the passing game was off and 
on. The offense just couldn't maintain anything and in the second quarter 
never even moved the chains, The second half was a different story; howev- 
er, as the Tigers scored two touchdowns in a 25-second span and wore 
down the Luverne defense with physical play up front and hard running by 
Greg Thigpen and Jamie Brockton. Thigpen averaged only 3.5 yards per 
carry in the first half on 11 carries, but in the second half he rambled for al- 
most 9 yards a carry and rolled up 102 yards on 12 totes. Jamie Brockton 
bulled his way for 3 yards a carry in the opening two quarters, but he too 
vot better as the game went along and in the second half averaged almost 7 
yards per carry with 48 yards on 7 trics. The two big Elba backs never quit 
lowering their heads and fighting for yardage, and it showed in the second 
half when the Tigers took command. 

Quarterback Keith Grantham missed a couple of receivers early, but nev- 
er lost his confidence and for the second straight week had two touchdown 
passes. Grantham also ran well and in the course of three games has gone 
from an untested sophomore, to a young veteran 

Summing up the win, the Tigers may have well played their worst and 
best halves of the season in the same game. The best part was that the Ti- 
gers played their worst half first, then regrouped, as a good team will, and 
in the second half came back and took complete command on the road, 
against a very good football team, Sometimes it takes adversity to make a 
team grow up and gain confidence, and maybe Friday night was just that!

When To Dig Peanuts 

The number one question in the 
Wiregrass right now is when do | dig 
my peanuts? Every peanut farmer 
has spent the last 4 to § months in- 
vesting all of their time, sweat and 
capital in growing their crop of pea- 
nuts. Now it is time for the peanuts 
to make money for them, 

The main decision that can make 
or loose some extra profits is deter- 
mining the optimum time to dig. The 
maturity of your peanut crop, the 
peanut vine conditions, number of 
acres you have to harvest and the 
weather are all major factors in de- 
termining the best time to dig. Put- 
ling all of these factors together 
lakes a little extra work and a lot of 
common sense, 

We have a hydroblaster at the 
Farm Center in New Brockton. This 
machine is used in the hull scrape 
method of determining peanut ma- 
turity, The hull scrape method is sci- 
entific and very accurate in deter- 
mining the maturity of a peanut 
crop. Two-thirds of the growers in 
Coffee County are testing their pea- 
nuts with the hull scraper to deter- 
mine the optimum maturity date of 
their crop. Growers are using this in- 
formation along with their field con- 
ditions to determine their best time 
to dig. 

The results come when you take 
the peanuts to the buying point and 
have them graded. Growers using 
this method have been well pleased 
with their increased yield and grade 
in their peanuts, 

If you have not used this method, 
come by the Extension Service Of- 
fice and I will be glad to help you. 
Profits made by digging on time 
verses 3 days too early are $40 per 
acre. These are profits that can be 
made by no other input other than by 
digging at the right time, 


When Do I Make My Last 
Leafspot Spray on Peanuts ' 

It is very important to keep the 
leaves on a peanut plant in order to 
gel your maximum yield in peanuts. 
The decision to spray with a fungi- 
cide or not is important all during 
the season. However, toward the end 
of the growing season the decision to 
spray can make or cost a lot of mon- 
ey. 

The fungus organisms that causes 
leafspot takes 20 days to affect the 
plant. During hot, humid weather 
conditions it takes 14 days from the 
time the leafspot spore lands on a 
leaf until it makes a spot and then 6 
more days before that leaf will fall 
off the vine. During those 20 days 
that particular leaf will be putting its 
sap into the vine and down into the 
pods. 

If you are within 20 days of har- 
vesting your peanuts, you would not 
benefit from spraying. You would 
only spray for leafspot if due weathi- 
cr or age of your peanuts you 
thought it would be more than 20 
days before you could harvest.

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Hard pan keeps your plant roots 
bound to the top 4 to 5 inches, 
Wheat is a particular crop where the 
roots need to go deep. Hard pan also 


causes poor drainage, keeping the ' 


moisture in the top few inches of the 
soil. The roots never get the air they 
need to properly grow. This poor 
drainage causing wet feet is proba- 
bly the main problem with shallow 
tillage that causes poor growth and 
reduced yields in small grains. 


Peanut Harvest 
Is In Full Swing 


Peanut harvest is in full swing, 
and for many Wiregrass producers 
once this is completed, — their 
thoughts will turn to winter grazing 
and cover crops. 

Each producer around Coffee 
County has a different set of goals 
concerning their forage grasses. For 
instance, Nix Bailey has called me 
several times from the Elba area be- 
cause he depends a great deal on 
what he plants to carry his cows 
through the winter, The same is true 
for many producers around Coffee 
County. Still others are only con- 
cerned with covering the soil and not 
necessarily grazing the forage crop. 

For those producers who are in- 
terested in the best varieties for 
meeting the nutritional needs of their 
cattle through the winter, the follow- 
ing are the recommended varictics 
based on a three-year average from 
Auburn University. These varictics 
will be listed in descending order of 
yields. 

Wheat varieties recommended for 
South Alabama are Williams, Stacy, 
Saluda Plus, Massey, Coker 9766, 
and Pioneer 2548. These wheat va- 
ricties are recommended for forage 
only, 

Recommended varieties of oats 
for South Alabama are Citation, FFR 
SS_7630, Simpson, Coker 227 and 
833. 

For rye in South Alabama recom- 
mended varieties are GI 87, Maton, 
Dossco Grazer II, Bonel, Winter- 
grazer 70, and AFC 20-10, 

The data I have for ryegrass 
comes from the Fairhope Gulf Coast 
Substation. This is a three-year aver- 
age and the varieties are listed in de- 
scending order: Rustmaster, Mar- 
Shall, Jackson, Nutriblend, Surry, 
and Gulf (source B),. 

When choosing a variety, one 
other factor to consider is the eco- 
nomics of buying that variety. For 
example, you may not be able to find 
a certain variety of forage wheat that 
has topped the list at the price you 
want or can afford to pay, but you 
might be able to find the second or 
third variety. Many times these va- 
rietics are not separated by a great 
deal of poundage. So also consider 
the economics. 

If you are interested in rates to ap- 
ply, time of application, and other in- 
formation, we have covered this in 

previous articles, but please feel free 
to call me at 894-5596 if you need 
further information on planting and 
managing winter forage.

Milk: The Latest Soft Drink 
Sensation? 

Although milk is often considered 
a great source of calcium, it's seldom 
used as a thirst-quencher--but that 
could change.

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Spot lron Deficiency Symptoms In Azaleas 


Iron Deficiency Symptoms 
In Azaleas 

_ Typical symptoms of iron defi- 
ciency in azaleas are seen in the 
youngest leaves. Interveinal chloro- 
sis, which means leaves are yellow 
between green veins, is a sign that 
not enough iron is getting to the new 
growth, It's usually because the plant 
isn't able to take up enough iron 
from the soil. A chelated iron, a 
form of iron that can be absorbed by 
the plant, can be sprayed directly on 
the foliage, and the symptoms will 
disappear within a couple of days, 
However, chlorosis can be an indica- 
tion other problems are present that 
need to be corrected, 

Iron is harder for acid-loving 
plants like azaleas to take up from 
the soil when the soil pH is above 
6.0. The solution is either don't plant 
azaleas in that location or use sulfur 
to bring the pH down, 

On the other hand, root function 
can be impaired by drought or exces- 
sively wet, poorly drained soil, 
Check soil drainage to see if it stays 
moist. Water plants that are in a con- 
tinuous dry location such as under 
the eaves of the house. 


Cover Crops Are A Natural 
Plant Food 

Now that the lazy days of sum- 
mer are Over, getting ready for cool 
weather and football games invades 
the thoughts of many. While getting 
the storm windows ready, also con- 
sider getting your soil ready for win- 
ter by planting a cover crop. 

Cover crops add large amounts of 
organic matter to the soil and in Cof- 
fee County they can be planted in 
vegetable gardens in September. 
Benefits received from planting a 
cover crop are numerous. 

By planting a cover crop, there 
will be something besides weeds 
growing in your garden during the 
winter. Cover crops prevent erosion 
and they reduce soil compaction. 

An important benefit for planting 
cover crops is the organic matter 
content is increased. By increasing 
organic matter content, the nutrient 
holding capacity and the internal 
drainage of the soil is improved. In 
sandy soil, there is improved water 
holding capacity. The population of 
beneficial soil microoganisms will 
also increase because of the in- 
creased organic matter content. 

Another benefit of planting cover 
crops is that the amount of crusting 
in the soil surface is reduced, The 
garden soil is easier to work.

Snake Control 

There are no chemicals registered 
for snake control--not as poisons nor 
as repellents. This means if you want 
to control snakes, you must control 
the environment around your home 
to make it unattractive to snakes. 

Just as people, snakes have cer- 
tain requirements which must be met 
if they are to survive, The most im- 
portant thing among these are food, 
water and cover. When you remove 
these, your snake problems, except 
for transients, should be over. 

Rodents and insects serve as 
snake food so remove their food, wa- 
ter and shelter. Get rid of debris, Re- 
move brush and leaf piles. Place 
stacked material 13 or more inches 
above the ground or floor and away 
from walls. Keep shrubbery clean 
and free of dead leaves and other de- 
bris. Space beneath structures and 
stacks must be kept clean. Keep 
lawns mowed closely. Fill unwanted 
depressions. Keep stream and pong 
banks and other moist areas clipped 
and clean. Rocky banks and rock 
piles are pleasing, but they harbor 
snakes. Many people like natural ar- 
eas around their homes. If you do, 
you must be willing to accept un- 
wanted elements of natural commu- 
nities, including snakes. 

To reduce the occurrence of 
snakes around your home and yard, 
you must eliminate snakes' habitat so 
they won't be attracted there. This 
simply means to clean up. 


Planting Vegetables 

Wouldn't you like to enjoy fresh 
vegetables with your Thanksgiving 
dinner? It isn't too late to plant cer- 
tain vegetables to eat with your 
Thanksgiving turkey. 

Cool-season crops such as broc- 
coli, cauliflower, collards and carrots 
can be planted mid to late Septem- 
ber. 

Depending on the variety, brocco- 
li stores well and will be ready to 
harvest about 60 days after planting. 
Cabbage will be ready about 65-70 
days after planting. A light frost 
won't hurt either of these vegetables, 
Growth will continue to be good 
when temperatures cool. 

For broccoli, cabbage and col- 
lards, about one inch of water will be 
needed per week. Irrigation is rec- 
ommended to supplement rainfall. 
Before planting, till in 25 pounds of 
15-0-15 fertilizer per 1,000 square 
feet of garden area. Don't forget to 
check the soil pH and add lime if 
needed. Then, make a side dress ap- 
plication of 1/4 cup of ammonium 
nitrate per 10 feet of row. This side
